Redwood City, Cal., Oct. 4.— Wil­ 
liam Hightower, baker, dreamer and 
man of mystery, went to trial today, 
'charged with kidnapping and murder 
of the Rev. Father Patrick Heslin, 
priest of the parish of Colma, 
on 
the outskirts of San Francisco. 
Tile trial was expected to bring 
to light a story which would read 
like the wildest of fiction— like the 
most sensational of the old fashion­ 
ed yellow-backed novels. 
It was expected to run the gamut 
from brutal crime to the story of an 
idealist, worshipping a beautiful girl 
whom he never saw and whom he 
refused ever to see. 
Father Heslin was kidnapped by 
a “foreigner,” who called one foggy 
night at the parish house 
in Colma 
and asked him to “minister to a 
dying friend.” He was last seen alive 
driving away in the mist in an au­ 
tomobile with dimmed lights. 
Two weeks later, when hopes of 
finding him had all but 
vanished, 
Hightower came to a newspaper o f­ 
fice and offered to lead a party to 
the last resting place of Father H es­ 
lin. 
| 
Newspaper men and police follow­ 
ed Hightower to the cliffs of ( ’alada 
i Beach, on the coast 30 miles from 
San F rancisco. There they opened a 
rude grave in a ledge on tile side of 


I the 
cliffs 
and 
dragged 
out 
the 
crumpled body of the loved padre. 
The body was still dressed in its 
clerical robe of black; and on it was 
found in a velvet case, the bread and 
wine for the last sacrament; a silver 
disk bearing the images of Christ 
and the Blessed Virgin. 
“How did you know where this 
grave was located,” Hightower im­ 
mediately was asked. 
His reply was a story compar­ 
able iii weirdness to the crime with 
which lie is charged. 
A 
drunken Greek, he said, had 
called upon a woman of flu* night 
life— Dolly Mason— showed her 
a 
gun and told her: 
“That gun has killed a man and he 
is buried. But lie isn’t alone. A man 
always frying flapjacks sits watch­ 
ing his grave.” 


Officers looked up and there, not 
50 feet away was the sign familiar 
throughout the west— the picture of 
an old miner frying flapjacks over 
a little fire. 


Hightower’s story was too weird 
for officers to believe. He knew too 
much. “ Dolly Mason” could not he 
found. That is, they could not find 
the right Dolly Mason. For on Ma­ 
son, Taylor and tin* other streets 
of San 
F r a n c i s c o ’s 
primrose way 
“ Dolly Ma son” is a name a s popular 
as John Smith in the telephone di­ 
rectory. 


Hightower 
was arrested in less 
than 24 hours atter Father Heslin’s 
hodv was found. 


He continued to tell weird stories, 
hut lie never confessed. 


Then lie appealed to his “Dream 
Girls.” She proved to he Peggy Cur­ 
tis Tree, playwright of Sacremento. 
Hi* admitted he had never seen her, 
but lie gave out his correspondence 
with her. Ile had seen her picture, 
taken her as his ideal of woman­ 
hood and carried on with lier a cor­ 
respondence which startled the west 
with his philosophy, its power and 
its sparkling humor. 


P e g g y True called to see him— but 
he would not see her. She still must 
remain the “ Dream Girl” and “in­ 
spiration’’ for this most remarkable 
of alleged criminals. 


Friends came to Hightower’s a s­ 
sistance— and 
now * the 
dreamer, 
idealist, philosopher, itinerant baker, 
whose 
wanderings 
carried 
him 
throughout the southwest and finally 
to San Francisco and a jail cell— 
will tight to the last ditch tile charge 
that lie called a priest from his san­ 
ctuary on an errand of mercy 
and 
murdered him to collect a ransom of 
only $6,500.
